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ENROLLMENT  IN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  INSTITUTIONS 
IN  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA ,  FALL  1985 


Enrollment  information  is  collected  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Higher  Education  from  each  college  and  university  within  the 
State  of  Montana  each  term.  This  report  summarizes  those  data 
for  Fall  1985  and  makes  some  comparisons  with  the  previous  year 
or  years. 


Total  Enrollment 


Enrollment  of  students  in  degree  credit  programs  in  higher 
education  institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  fall 
semester  or  quarter  of  1985  decreased  by  1,187  students  or  -3.3% 
from  the  previous  fall.  Table  1  shows  these  data.

University  System,  8.6%  attend  independent  colleges  and  10.1% 
attend  community  colleges. 
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Montana  State  University  accounts  for  the  largest  percentage 
of  students  in  the  Montana  University  System  (37.6%)  and  in  the 
state  (30.6%).  Table  2  shows  comparative  institutional 
enrollments  for  Fall  1984  and  Fall  1985.

five  of  the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from 
Fail  1983  to  Fall  1985.  Western  Montana  College  showed  a  3.1% 
increase.  The  largest  numerical  decrease  occurred  at  Montana 
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State  University  while  the  largest  percent  decrease  occurred  at 
Montana  College  of  Mineral  Science  and  Technology.  Total 
enrollments  decreased  6.2%  at  the  community  colleges.  Dawson 
Community  College  and  Flathead  Valley  Community  College  showed 
slight  increases.  Enrollments  at  the  independent  colleges 
decreased  6.1%. 

Distribution  of  enrollment  by  institution 

The  proportion  of  the  total  enrollment  within  the  State  of 
Montana  attributable  to  any  one  institution  fluctuates  slightly 
from  year  to  year.

Transfer  Students 

Transfer  students  constitute  9.4%  of  all  enrollments  in 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  Montana  in  1985,  an  increase 
of  0.5%  from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  number  of  transfer 
students  (3,291),  47.4%  (1,560)  are  transfers  from  Montana 
institutions  and  52.6%  (1,731)  are  from  out-of-state 
institutions.  Table  9  shows  the  enrollment  of  transfer  students 
in  Montana  for  the  years  1984  and  1985.

First-Time  Students 

Students  entering  higher  educational  institutions  for  the 
first  time  are  separately  reported.

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more  than  twice  the  decrease  the  previous  year.  Table  13  shows 
these  data  by  institution.

All  units  of  the  Montana  University  System  had  a  decrease  in 
full-time  students.  Western  Montana  College  and  Montana  Tech  had 
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increases  in  part-time  students.  Full-time  students  in  all 
institutions  in  the  state  decreased  by  2.6%  while  part-time 
students  decreased  by  5.1% 

The  College  of  Great  Falls  showed  an  increase  in  numbers  of 
full-time  students  and  a  decrease  in  numbers  of  part-time 
students.  Of  the  community  colleges,  Flathead  Valley  Community 
College  showed  an  increase  in  full-time  and  part-time  students. 

Full-time  equivalent  students 

For  some  purposes  it  is  desirable  to  convert  part-time 
students  to  full-time  equivalent  students.  To  do  so,  a  formula 
which  equates  15  undergraduate  student  credit  hours  (or  12 
graduate  student  credit  hours)  to  one  full-time  equivalent 
student  is  used.  Table  16  portrays  these  data  for  higher 
education  institutions  in  Montana  for  Fall  1984  and  Fall  1985.

When  converting  headcount  enrollment  to  full-time  equivalent 
students,  a  factor  of  15  student  credit  hours  at  the 
undergraduate  level  and  12  at  the  graduate  level  is  used  as  the 
normal  load  for  a  full-time  student.
